Gen. Edward C. Shannon 
during the 75th anniversary celebra­ 
tion here last summer, returned to 
Gettysburg today to be honored with 
the degree of doctor of laws. 
The Rev. Dr. Leander M. Zimmer­ 
man, W ashington, D. C., a Gettys­ 
burg college and seminary alumnus, 
author, a 
retired clergyman and 
since 1909 a director of the Lutheran 
Theological seminary here, also re­ 
ceived the degree of doctor of laws. 
He has written religious and his­ 
torical works. He is a past president 
of the Maryland synod of the Lu­ 
theran church and had served for 38 
years as pastor of a Lutheran church 
in Baltimore. 
He was graduated 
from college 55 years ago. 
The degree or doctor of pedagogy 
was conferred upon Bruce Urban 
Parker 
Cobaugh, 
Pittsburgh, 
an 
alumnus in the class of 1905, and 
now vice-principal of Langley high 
school in Pittsburgh.

COURT APPROVES 
MILK CONTROL 


Washington, June 5 (AP) — The 
Roosevelt administration’s attempt 
to stabilize the milk industry by fix­ 
ing minimum prices and equalizing 
the amount paid producers was held 
constitutional today by the Supreme 
court. 
Justice Reed delivered the decision 
sustaining the government’s program 
for stabilizing the milk industry in 
the New York area. 
The opinion held that the power of 
congress to enact the 1937 agricul­ 
tural marketing act depended upon 
the peculiar use and nature of milk. 
Justices Black and Douglas con­ 
curred in the opinion, explaining, 
however, that they did not believe 
the court wife called upon to indicate, 
as they interpreted the opinion to 
hold, that “there is such a consti­ 
tution limitation on the power of 
congress to regulate interstate com­ 
merce.’’

An extension in the sale of 
coins was announced some time ago 
by Senator Rice to permit those Get- 
tysbUrgians who had not purchased 
a coin prior to the reunion to do so.

Making reference to 
paganism of that age, he declared 
that the paganism of today is to be 
overcome only by the exercises of 
the spirit of nobility. 
Speaking with great emphasis he 
told the graduates: "Never say or 
think your country is not worth the 
sacrifice of your life. 
Don’t call 
yourselves pacifists unless you mean 
by that you will never pick a quar­ 
rel with another nation or never join 
in a war of aggression.” 
“Jesus was a great pacifist, but 
when His Father s house was vio­ 
lated He was not pacific. 
He never 
gave up anything but gave every­ 
thing upward." 
Naming music as tile greatest and 
most inclusive of the arts, Doctor 
Phillips challenged the seniors to 
make their lives 
“symphonies of 
music." 
“When you would know 
God, tune your hearts, minds aud 
will to the divine symphony of God 
himself.”

paper, run automobiles on cheap 
corn alcohol Instead of gasoline— 
and the factories will swam p the 
farm with orders for raw m aterials. 
T h at’s the pattern of the future 
as 
the chem urgists 
see 
it, 
and 
they’re willing to bet their last test 
tube it comes true. 
The skeptics are inclined to scoff 
But to chem urgy^ evangelist, W il­ 
liam J. Hale, the future is assured 
for a science th a t has already given 
the world rayon, cellophane, soybean 
paints and plastics, arid a long list 
of factory products m ade from farm 
crops. 
Hale, research consultant for a 
big chemical company, goes even 
further. 
Since the early 1930’s he 
has been spreading th e doctrine^ 
th a t "The chemical revolution is 
here.” He predicts the tim e is near

products can be mixed half and 
half with water and still out-perform 
gasoline as a m otor fuel.

The baccalaureate speaker, who 
six years ago was awarded the 
degree of doctor of divinity by 
Gettysburg college, told the seniors 
to find the perfect example of high 
thinking and 
gracious 
living 
in 
Christ Jesus and urged them to 
turn to the church to ba led to the 
course of power for their lives. 
Early in his address he declared 
that the answer to the question 
“W hat will you be?” ' in years to 
come is far more im portant tharr 
those to the queries of "W hat are 
you going to do and where are you 
going to be?” 
Graduates Wear Hoods 
Tile address was delivered in the 
Majestic theatre where the exercises 
were held because of threatening 
weather. 
It had been planned to 
hold the exercises on Memorial field. 
In the academic procession from tile 
campus, the members of the grad­ 
uating class appeared for the first 
time in the history of the school 
wearing bachelors’ hoods. 
Following the processional, the 
audience which nearly 
filled the 
a u d i t o r i u m , 
sang 
the 
hymn 
“O 
God 
Our 
Help 
in 
Ages 
Past” and then Dr. Robert Forten- 
baugh of the college faculty read 
the scripture lesson from Romans 
12 and Phillppians 4. The prayer was 
delivered by the Rev. Dwight F. 
Putman, pastor of the College Lu­ 
theran church. The hymn "O Love 
That Will Not Let Me Go” followed. 
Doctor Bagger was presented by 
Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson, president 
of the college. Early in his address 
the Pittsburgh clergyman predicted 
that after graduation the seniors 
will hear much about the preserva­ 
tion of democracy and the liberties 
guaranteed in the bill of rights. 
The emphasis I give you is on an 
aristocracy and a bill of responsi­ 
bilities.” 
“If democracy is to be saved from 
things inherent in itself, there must 
be at its heart an essential aris­ 
tocracy to stand for a bill of re­ 
sponsibilities," he declared. “Only as 
we have that can we keep in check 
those things which threaten the 


destruction of democracy on the 
loose.” 


R e lig io u s Id e a lis m N eeded 
The two elements of the “bill of 
responsibilities” he held to be high 
thinking and gracious living. “As 
a man thinketh so is he,” the 
speaker quoted and interpreted that 
verse as meaning that “a man can­ 
not lift his hand above his head.” 
He made reference to the “warped 
conduct and the twisted ethics” of 
dictator nations today as indicating 
warped reasoning and twisted think­ 
ing. 
He 
asserted 
that religious 
idealism can bring a return to high 
thinking. 
High thinking, the speaker con­ 
tinued, should flow forth in gracious 
living in areas of our work, play, 
worship and love “When gracious 
living reaches the point of limitless 
love, then life is full.” 
Tile sermon was concluded with a 
quotation from the book of Esther 
in the Old Testament: “Who know- 
etli but th a t thou art come unto the 
kingdom for such a time as this?” 
Following the address, the as­ 
semblage sang the hymn "Blessing 
and Honor” and Doctor Hanson 
pronounced the benediction. 
Tile 
audience remained seated while the 
academic procession moved from the 
theatre. 
Robert Rau, of the seminary, was 
the organist.
